Making lingerie is attractive work 
for most women, and by so doing it 
should be possible to buy fine mate­ 
rials

It Is a good idea to la* familiar 
with the different lengths required for 
the different undergarments, for there 
are always remnants of white goods, 
some of them beautiful fine batistes 
and linens, as well as fine cambric*. 
A distinct saving can often be made 
by buying these remnants if one is 
familiar with Hie lengths required, so 
there will be no waste In cutting. 
The long seams of garments may Im1 
stitched on tile machine, but tile fell­ 
ing down of these seams aholt id be 
done by hand. 
Hems look best when 
done by hand, and, of course, nil lace 
Is sot in tile same way* Lace edgings 
should not Im* fulled on, hut held eas­ 
ily in the hand and overhanded on.

The city of Cairo is really pleasant 
In summer, at least in the avenin#, 
writes a correspondent of the Ixmtlon 
Dally Express. 
English people living 
in Egypt had a chance to find this out 
w hen the high cost of travel prevented 
their usual summer trip to England. 
It is for the evenings that Cairo 
really lives. 
Through the long after­ 
noon one nmy lie motionless. In 
a 
dark abed room, avoiding even the ef­ 
fort of thought, hut nothing arrests 
the sternly flow of perspiration that 
drips and drips until one marvels that 
there Is anything of him left but skin 
and bone. When the Nile is rising the 
I air Is heavy with moisture and It is 
j this that makes the heat so hard to 
hear. 
At last the setting sun floods the 
desert and the Mokattam hills with a 
tangerine glow that changes swiftly 
Into n soft, opalescent green light. 
Dusk falls swiftly, and a little breeze 
shivers through the treetops. 
The streets that but a short while 
ago were almost empty save for list­ 
less policemen and ''eggers sleeping In 
a patch of shade, b< come as animated 
as a Paris boulevard. 
The po Vernon t 
tables outside the ca es are thronged. 
Picturesque sellers of water and sher­ 
bet, clashing two large bowls together 
to attract nttentlon, ply their trade; 
others s*dl little nose?.ays of strongly 
scented Jasmine; and Die evening po 
pers are bought eagerly by the nwnk- 
ening insulation, while birds twitter 
their evening hymn. 
It Is on the pavement flint the true 
Cairene prefers to dine. 
There Is one 
street in particular filled with nothing 
hut cafes, and their tables stretch half 
way across the rood. 
At some one may order a meal n la 
carte from the restaurant; at others 
one orders a glass of l*»er and picks 
up courses haphazard from half a 
dozen different vendors; strange mix­ 
tures of salad from one. bread from 
another, slices of spiced sausage, the 
leg of a chicken, a handful of prawns, 
fruit and all manner of things from as 
many different sources, 
This is Cairo’s hour; there ore oth­ 
er things flint the strenuously inclined 
may do during the day time—tennis, 
g»*lf, cricket out at Gezlra Sporting 
club, swimming In the fresh waler 
hath beneath the shadow of the Pyra­ 
mids or In the sulphur spring at lido- 
nun—hut there is more of burd labor 
lhan pleasure in such pastimes. 
it Is for the evening that one lives— 
and the perfect evening finishes with 
a sail In a felucca on the romantic 
Nile, where one takes deep breaths of 
the cool night sir and turns one’s face 
to catch every little broose that blows.

Washington. — Tho 
United 
States 
government has decided to continue 
the chemical 
warfare 
service, 
fre­ 
quently known as the gas service, with 
sufficient powers and with sufficient 
funds to develop Its possibilities, not 
for aggression in any way whatsoever, 
but to Insure that "lf American boys 
ever aguilt must shoulder arms in de­ 
fense of the liberties of their country 
they will do so on an equal footing 
with any other nation so fur as chem­ 
ical warfare is <*®>nt'e|riM‘*l." 
The words In quotations are from 
Itrlg. Gen. Amos A. Fries, chief of the 
chemical warfare service of the United 
States. 
From Inquiries which come to Wash­ 
ington from all parts of the country, 
It Is apparent that the chemical war­ 
fare service has an abiding interest 
for the people. 
It was a new service 
during tin* great w ar; the circum­ 
stances of Hie first use of gas. the 
great numbers of gas casualties, the 
protests against the utilisation of such 
chemicals and the abiding belief that 
no matter what nations might promise, 
gas probably would he used lf future 
wars, unhappily, should come, com­ 
bined to arouse tin* Interest and the 
curiosity of the American people. 
The United States today is engaged 
through its chemical warfare service 
in the work of research, development, 
proving and manufacturing of poison­ 
ous gases and gas defense appliances 
and the filling of gas shell; also with 
the organization and training of gas 
troops, and the training also of the 
entire army in gas warfare, both in 
offense and defense. 
Nations Don’t Trust Each Other. 
It may tie that wiien all the nations 
of the world get together once mere 
through their representatives to make 
agreements, the use of gas in warfare 
will be prohibited and It may be also 
that 
each 
subscribing 
nation 
will 
promise not to use this form of the 
munitions of war, but there always 
will remain iii the wnr office of each 
nation the fear that some other na­ 
tion will break tile agreement, as was 
the case once iiefore, and that there­ 
fore each government must he pre­ 
pared to meet the consequences of a 
breach of faith on the battlefield of 
some other notion. This is the reason 
for tile existence of the chemical war­ 
fare service of the 
United 
States 
army. 
In April. IPU*, the Germans used 
gas at Ypres. 
The British soldiers 
were utterly unprepared to meet the 
aw RH va, >orous deluge. Many soldiers 
were killed through the Inhalation of 
the poisonous stuff and thousands of 
them were sent to the hospitals suf­ 
fering much worse tortures than those 
which follow gunshot wounds. 
The writer of this was In Paris in 
April, 1915. 
8<»me of the sufferers 
from tiiat attack 
by 
the Get limns 
were brought hark to the Paris hos­ 
pitals. 
Tile suffering of those men 
poisoned by the chlorine gas was be­ 
yond description. 
Many of the In­ 
jured stars* have died of tuberculosis 
induced by the breathing Iii of the 
product of the German chemists. 
The Central empires had agreed not 
to use gas. 
They used It and those 
nations which had faith In the prom­ 
ise made and were unprepared for 
treachery, suffered terrible losses. 
America Will Be Prepared. 
There now is a militant organization 
know n us the First Gas regiment act­ 
ing as an entity in tile United States 
army. 
The regiment has been th o r­ 
oughly trained and infantry-drilled in 
the use of all special weapons of tho 
chemical warfare. There is instruction 
In gas warfare at all the army service 
schools. 
Gas bus collie to stay us a I 
weapon of warfare, although it may 
bo that if al! nations keep the faith ; 
it may never Im* used, hut nevertheless j 
with human frailty in mind, no conn- j 
try can afford to he unprepared to 
save itself from the liar urn! the p ro , 
mise breaker. 
Brigadier-General Fries, who direct­ 
ed all American 
gas 
operations 
in j 
France, bus learned his duties In the 
school of experience. 
Concern lug t tie 
matter lie has said; "The World war 
demonstrated that an enemy bent on 1 
aggression cannot he trusted to live up 
to any set rules of war. Methods of I 
warfare develop just as all peaceful j 
pursuits develop, and they will con­ 
tinue to do so until such times as the \ 
nature of mankind as a whole has so , 
changed that wars can be relegated to 
the past." 
Again General Pries has said, "The 
American Is truly a sportsman, anik in 
war as in spurt he is perfectly willing 
to stand any punishment providing he 
has an opportunity to give as well as 
take. The really serious objections to 
chemical warfare in the World war 
arose from the fact that the Central 
empires as well as most other coun­ 
tries, except the United States, had 
agreed not to use it. 
Under such cir­ 
cumstances 
a 
real 
sportsman who 
lives up to his agreement suffers a 
terrific handicap.” 


Turkish Artillerym an the First to M ike 


Use cf Tobacco in That Par- 
Lcu lar Form. 
Although many efforts have been; 
made to .-how that tin* use of tobacco 
was known to the ancient Greeks and 
Egyptians, they have never been sue- j 
eessful. 
We can accept therefore that I 
general belief that tobacco was first 
used by the aborigines and that Colum­ 
bus was the first white mail to c h r o n i ­ 
cle its use. The Indians used the weed 
in a pi|m* and when tin* narcotic was in­ 
troduced throughout Europe and Asia 
Ii was fur centuries ti ed either In pipes 
of fantastic design or in the rolls 
known as cigars. 
The Venetians are 
credited with getting tin* Turks to use 
tobacco, fur the weed was cultivated in 
Italy. Bales of the seed of the nicotine 
plant found their way into Turkey and 
soon the Turkish tobacco industry was 
established. 
'Pills brings us to Mohomet All, un­ 
derpaid worker iii the tobacco fields of 
Kavaila, afterward a leader of the 
Turkish armies, who left the hue for 
the sword and the scepter—and the 
c ig a re tte . 
With 
tile hold bnshl-ba- 
xouks Mehemot eventually became a 
pasha. 
His son Ibrahim was sent to 
the siege of Acre, the great Syrian 
stronghold. 
The chief of artillery, a 
Frenchman, at tills siege early In the 
Nineteenth century, had invented a 
powder spill, a kind of paper lamp 
lighter filled with explosive grains. 
which was thrust into the touch holes 
of cantion, In place of tile old fashioned 
ami wasteful powder train which was 
lnid on the piece and led Into the hole. 
These spills were made of light and 
tough India or rice paper. 
Ibrahim 
Pasha was ho pleased by the way the 
siege was conducted that he Kent to 
the artillerymen some very fine Ha­ 
vana tobacco. 
Tills they mixed with 
the Syrian plant and greatly enjoyed 
us they smoked flu* mixture from a 
narghile or water pipe supplied with a 
number of mouthpieces which sufficed 
for an entire squad when off duty. 
One evening as a crew was about to 
go on duty a shot from a Turkish fort 
smashed tile beloved narghile to smith­ 
ereens. 
The artillerymen could not 
leave the battery and they knew not 
where to get another narghile. 
A re­ 
sourceful 
corporal 
rolling 
powder 
spills was struck with an inspiration. 
He made a number of spills in which 
lie substituted grains of tobacco for 
gunpowder and then in a bantering 
fash io n presented those little cylin­ 
d e rs to soldiers off duty. He then put 
one of tire spills to his mouth, saying 
that •!* tong as lie cjoiild not. ‘jmo^* tiny 


more he was going to blow off hlsj 
head. 
When the match was applied i 
there came forth instead of a alight ■ 
explosion a wreath of incense, and J 
tlins was horn the cigarette. 
Old Ibrahim was amused when bel 
heard how much spill paper was being 
used, and said. as he pointed to a ■ 
strategic place In the wails of Acre;! 
"Make a breach there arid you shall 
have all the paper arid tobacco that 
you need.” The deed was done In two 
days. 
This new style of smoking tobacco 
in palier rolls gained in favor as Mr- 
hornet AH asserted Ills sw a y over Egypt 
and from Guiro it spread to th** Euro­ 
pean capitals through the diplomatic 
services of th** various nations, 
In Russia Hie cigarette grew In pop­ 
ular favor and Iii the early *40s cig­ 
arettes were sold lit that nation which 
we ae partly Turkish and partly made 
of a light tobacco grown In the Uni­ 
ted States.
